5 the nature of this invention to be as 
follows : — 

This invention relates to metallic fenc- 
ing- or railing' of the kind in which the 
vertical members or droppers are cranked 

10 at one or more points, usually two, so that 
when the horizontal bars are in place and 
secured at the ends to fence standards, the 
vertical bars, which are passed through 
perforations in the horizontal bars, can- 

15 not be removed. 

The horizontal members are usually 
near the top and bottom of the vertical 
members or droppers, and have been made 
of angular cross section with one web of 

20 the iipper member perforated to receive 
the verticals and npwalrdly directed, and 
with one web of the lower horizontal 
member perforated and downwardly 
directed. The ends of the horizontal 

25 members are fixed to the main uprights 
or standards by fish plates passing 
through the uprights. The main uprights 
are of " I " cross section or any other 
suitable section. 

30 In accordance with the present inven- 



tion we arrange each horizontal member 
with the apex uppermost and the imper- 
forate web covering and bearing on the 
upper side of the respective cranking of 
the verticals, thus securing the verticals 35 
at the top and bottom in a very effective 
manner. By this method the verticals are 
held rigid by the webs binding on the 
era n kings whether the fence is on level 
or rising ground. 40; 

Further, as the horizontal angular sec- 
tion members are disposed with their hol- 
low faces downwardly directed, there is 
less likelihood of moisture accumulating 
on them. They are also well disposed to 45 
withstand a load on their upper surfaces, 
such as that of a person standing on 
them . 

Instead of using cylindrical rod for the 
cranked verticals we may, if desired, em- 50 , 
ploy members which are of angular, or 
vee section, throughout their length, these 
members being cranked as in the other, 
example.
